Wk are gratified in being able to inform 
our tquatting friendi that the Waste 
Land* Act it at last complete, the Quagn 
and the Council having agreed to the 
following very favourable " rules and 
regulation*" which now form " pan and 
parcel" of the new Bill. 

" Blocks Of twenty -five Square mile*, 
or four thousand sheep, are to be rented 
at aflO per annum, betides an aiaetsment 
on nock for police purposes, &c. Three 
hundred and twenty tcret are to Iw pur- 
chased at the minimum price (via., CI per 
acre) by thr present holder*, without 
competition, and this purchase is tu give 
the occupier a tease of eight yean to the 
block of land. In any case where runs 
are put up for public competition, the 
improvements will be valued and paid 
for ; tbe it3M it to be paid down. This 
purchase it not compulsory, but sctlten 
may go on at at pretest beyond the boun- 
daries, until tome one ela* puts in an 
application for the run, when the 334 
acre* will be put up to public competition. 

" CommituotMrt are to estimate tbe 
extent of the rum j and should any dif- 
ference of opinion arise between them 
aiid the telllert, a third party it to be called 
in, whose decision will be final. This it

OUR LABOUR MARKET. 
Wrtmsr the laet few days we have pre- 
sented to our. readers two tela of facta, 
both of them of great public importance, 
and calculated to strike tbe mind with 
what hat been thought their boldness and 
novelty, Our diligence io ooUecling 
them vrai equalled by the honesty of our 
aim. Our aule object was the elucidation 
of truth, to whatever cooterjueacea il 
might lead. W* were anxious to examine 
the momentous, question! connected wilh 
our labour market, and with the prospec- 
tive «xicniion of our iheep and cattle, in 
the tight of that afScial evidence which 
has been recently procured at tin- puhlic 
expense; and thereby to substitute, aa fur 
as might be practicable, precise informa- 
tion in lieu of those vague conjectures 
and random assertions which had so fre- 
quently challenged our assent. 

The first sel of facts referred to ap- 
peared in our leading article of this day 
week, under the head of ' jfgnmlhtrai anil 
Pattornt Labour.' We then furnished a 
comparative view of the number of rural 
labourer* in the colony, relatively to the 
breadth of land under cultivation and to 
the quantities of live stock, in the year* 
1811 and IHiaj. We ihovred also the 
probable extern lo which the further de- 
mands for lalttur might be supplied from 
the internal resources of onr exitting 
population — i***urfuf*7y, out of the pre- 
sent number of males under age, and pro- 
tpeetirttly ,out of the growing net increase 
by births. And the general conclusion we 
arrived at waa, that the exigencies of the 
labour -market had been greatly srer- 
rated, and the internal resources of the 
colony, in regard to supplies of labour, 
greatly HnaVr-ratcd ; and, consequently, 
that the main argument utged in behalf 
of a renewal of transportation wu falls. 
cioui. 

Ii it intended, then, to deduce from 
these facts any suth inference st that vir- 
tuous immigration is no lunger necessary 
or desirable t Par otherwise. I pun i he 
question or immigration, as upon all 
others, there may be sober as well as ex- 
aggerated views. That th* views enter- 
tained by th* advocates of transportation 
art by no meant of the sober clata, but, 
on the conl rt y, exaggerated in a very 
high degree, hat, we think, been fairly 
demonstrated. These gentlemen argue as 
If one grand feature of the question had 
altogether etcaped their notice, for they 
proceed on tha sappoautUHi that the 
la boor -mark ft depend* nc lustre I y upon 
supplies from without, and that tha stop- 
page uf those supplies and the stoppage of 
immigration at* identical terra*. Hence 
their sweeping inference, that in the ah- 
a* nee or insufficiency of /rer immigration, 
the saiet) of the colony cannot be insured 
wilbo ol WMtrief immigration. They either 
forget or wilfully disregard the fact, that 
we have now in the colony upwards uf 
forty thousand in lie children and youth, 
fur the great niaaa of whom employ ment 
will have In be provided j and thai to thn 
targe number llirrr are added annually 
tome IIHNI or MIDu oilier males, be-siilca au 
equal number of females. 

Hut their /brgtljminfmt, or even efttrf - 
jjitmf, of Lhit ponderoua fact, is not the 
worst of their conduct. They seek to urn - 
(rwiW tt. The wretched impolicy 
I which wuuld pour in'o our sheepwalks 
the criminal outcasts uf Ureal Britain, 
and brand the life uf a ahepbrrd 
aa the especial vocation of convicts, 
would b- an effectual meant of remit ring 
our internal labour tetoutaet uuetrailabl

transportation with tbe unpatriotic, the 
cruel, the inicidal impolicy, uf shutting 
out nearly one-third of our native-born 
population from an employment which 
their own country has specially provided 
for them, and which ought to be, aa in 
primitive times it was, regarded as ho- 
nourable both for our tons, and, to tome 
extent, even for our daughteit too. 

But while we contend that no case has 
been made out— that no cat* can be intdc 
out — of a dearth of labour so severe aa Lo 
justify a recurrence to felon-slavery, we 
are quite alive to the colonial and na- 
tional importance of a continuous influx 
of free and tuiuble immigrants. The 
more our population is augmented by sncA 
accessions ta ila number*, including, of 
course, a due proportion of capita I isle, the 
more will the country prosper. This, in- 
deed, ii so obvious a truism, that we 
thould not have advanced it but for the 
misconstruction pnt upon our article of 
the Oth instant, It hat been thought that 
the facts and arguments therein employed 
lo disprove the alleged necessity for cunriet 
introduction, were intended to dis- 
courage the importation of free immi- 
grants. Hence it it that we make the 
trite observation touching the advantage! 
of immigration in the proper tense of the 
word. Let our virtuous fellow-subjecU, 
of both sexes, cart in their lot with us by 
thousands upon thousands, year after 
year, and they will render good service to 
w, whilst we shall in turn render good 
service tu fAewa, and they and we together 
render good terviee tu the patent 
country. We have room enough, em- 
ployenent enough, food enough, Tor all 
that may come. In a country to young, 
so vast, and so imperfectly developed, the 
more labourers and capitalist! tte receive, 
the more ample wilt become our means of 
remunerating both. 

Though ii hat been said over and over 
again, it cannot be too frequently re- 
peated, that as over -abundance of labour 
and capital it th* crying evil uf Eng- 
land, to their comparative scarcity ia^the 
principal check to the advancement of 
New South Walea. In England, the field 
of industry ia to crowded with diggers 
that they tread upon each other's heelt ; 
here, the field liet fallow for want of hus- 
bandmen, rich with latent treasure, which 
it will require ages and generation! to 
bring fully to light, and to distribute for 
the benefit of the colony and of the em- 
pire- ,

toria, Harbour" in large eharactcrt. A 
train of ynung Udiet san^ the national 
anthem, and at the same time mewed 
flowers on her Majesty's path. Ou enter- 
ing the pavilion, Ihe (jueen seated her- 
MU tot | moment, H.lt.H, Prince Albert 
tt bar right, and betide her the ladies of 
honour and Lord Spencer. Her Majesty 
wat pleased to rectjive theaddrruea of the 
Stairs and militia. Carriages were next 
in requisition, and the royal party pro-

On Sunday, when the squadron Wat re- 
turning towarda Falmouth, off liinan'i 
CoTe, situate a short diitance from the 
Lizard, nn the eaitrrn short of the ex- 
tremity of Mutinl's Bay, His Ruyal High- 
ness Prince Albert and the Koyal chil- 
dren got -into the barge and landed on the 
beach, w here from the Prince made a se- 
lection of specimens of agates, Jtc. Iu 
promoting the search, Prince Albert was 
asiirted by some children, to whom, on 
hit coining away, he girt a sovereign 
each. The spot was hi interesting thai ii 
was propum-d lo the pilot to anchor the 
yacht there, birt which waa not deemed 
prudent owing to the rocky ground under- 
neath.

Chailet Theophilm Metcalfe. Baron of 
Fern-hill, in tht county of Berks, in the 
Peerage of the United Kingdom, and a 
Baronet P.C., O.C.B , wat born Jauunry 
aOth, l7SS,and consequently died in hi* 
bind year. He wat the son of Thomas 
Tbeopbrlua Meter. Ue, Ksq., of Fern -lull, 
afterwards Sir Thomas Meietlfe, by 
Susanna Sophia daughter of J. 

Debonoaire, Rtq., and widow uf Major 
Small. Sir Thomas served fur a con- 
siderable period in the Indian army, aud 
tubserjuently became a director ot the 
company. He died November ITllr, 1813, 
leaving six children ; Charles Theophilm, 
the subject of tin* memoir, being ihe 
second ion. The creation of the baronetcy 
bears date 1W>J, nnd that uf the civil 
knighthood, Orand Cross of the Order uf 
Ihe Bath, IHI 5. The raiting of the de- 
ceased to Ihe peerage is, mt most of our 
leaden arc no doubt aware, a sutiewhat 
recent event, having taken place in 1814. 

Lord Htlcalfe's career »»» a remark- 
able at well at a brilliant one, though 
almost entirely confined to service in the 
Fast Indies, J iinaict, and Canada, Our 
Oriental dominion! were the scent nf hn 
early life. Thither he proceeded at a very 
lender age, and did not permanently re- 
turn home until he hud completed a .er- 
vict of thirty-eight years, during which 
period he passed through various £mda 
lions, acquitting himself with, great 
credit and discrimination. He wu fur n 
romiderable period a member of the Su- 
preme Council of Bombay, as well as Go- 
vernor of Agra nnd BtitUh Resident at 
Hyderabad. 

Lurd Metcalfe was the schoolfellow of 
Lord Auckland, and during that noble- 
man's stay in India aa Oovernar-Oeiierat 
he waa his constant compaiiiun, ever 
ready lo afford liiut that advice on the 
affairs of I he empire of the P^st, which 
Iria experience at a long resident ren- 
dered to valuable. In the latter period 
of 1646, a numerous meeting uf 
aohlemen and gentlemen connected with 
India wot held at the Oriental Club 
for the purpose of prrseutiug lo Lord 
Metcalfe an address or congratulation on 
hit return home, and on fait elevation to 
tbe peerage, accompanied by onr uf tym- 
path; on hit impaired, health. The aa 
tembly was presided over hy Lard Aurk 
land, who waa supported by upwards of 
ISO noblemen and gentlemen uf all shades 
of political opinion*, each of whom vied 
in laudatory remarks of bis lordship's 
public and private character. Addresses 
were agreed to, and were shortly after- 
ward* presented to bim in prime. 

In Jamaica hi* adtninial ration wat still 
snore tuccessful. He was appointed Go- 
vernor at a moat critical period — at a pe- 
riod, indeed, when the island waa in a 
state of severe commotion, but hit mode- 
ration and perseverance in a temperate 
ouine succeeded. He left Ihe island in 
state of profound tranquillity. His 
departure from Jamaica was witnessed by 
all with the deepest negret, and addresses 
reached him front all partt. The inhabi- 
tants uf the island i n I rM1, tu commemo- 
rate hit tucceuful government, caused the 
erection „f a splendid statue uf his lurd- 
nhip in the principal square in elpanith 
Town. Thia work, which waa executed 
in London by Baity, the Royal Academi- 
cian , represents bim in ihe uniform of 
governor. In 1 8:iH he became a member 
of Hex Majesty's Most Hon. Privy Conn- 



usiting, anningit othti place*, Hunt 
Orgeuil Caslle, where the keys of tht for- 
tress were presented to ihe Queen. 
On seeing the matt uf Prance, 
Her Majesty expreoard her surprise, 
and naked Iht Viscount what 
might be Ihe distinct betwttn Ihit island 
and Ihe upjwtite coast, to which he replied 
about thirteen or fourteen miles. Her 
Majesty expressed a dtiire to lee, if pos- 
sible, Cuuiaiicet Cathedral, Colonel Le 
Couter proceeded for a telescope, but un- 
fortunately the One he procured wu not 
good, aud Iht ruyal party had a very in- 
different view of the opposite coast.

DEATH OK LORD MKTCALPR. 
Tu ik amiable and much respected noble- 
man expired on the Sth Sept., after a 
long and must painful illness, atRushan- 
ger Home, Baaingttoke, where he hail 
been slaying for some time previous. A 
cancer, with w hich Ihe nclrh' lord was first 
attacked irr Canada, wot the prelude tu a 
tedious and painful illness, which has ai 
length ten n iuated fatally. The melan- 
choly event had long been expected even 
by ihe derrated himself, at our readers 
will per re ve by the contents of Lhe last 
letter of a public nature which he wrote : 
it was ill reply to a communication from 
ao oriental institutiun, via. : —

Had Lunis Philippe- 
such is their language — intended fairly 
by Spain, had he rut sunk every conside- 
ration in the one sellish and overpowering 
consideration of the aggrandisement of 
his own family, this marriage would have 
been laid openly and fairly before Iht 
representatives uf ihe people, with all lhe 
solemnity and deliberation inch a eutijet t 
deserves.

against Spain. ') he real object of all this 
intrigue they consider lo be the securing 
of the Orlran* dynasty nt the Tirillrrie*, 
let them govern lhe Kiench people nt 
they will.

Ret* »t etrnl* hem hate induced .-. ge- 
neral feeling uf dissatisfaction amongst 
the British portion of the eorutnutuly al 
lha mode in which justice is administered 
io criminal caseiin Lower Canada. TlieM 
event! prove the truth of eiery wont con- 
lained in Lord Durham 'i report, of the 
impossibility of en farcing the lavs in 
criminal otstes, owing to the religious and 
national prejudice! of the juries, and tn 
ibis we may add, the extraordinary and 
perfectly unaccountable conduct of some 
of the judges. Il is to be feared that 
this state of things will result in the 
introduction among us of that wild kind 
of justice entitled Lynch law, whiclt the 
Brit lib pros bat so often reprobated as • 
disgrace to the U nfted States. It is no 
exaggeration to aay, that outrages have 
been perpetrated here lately of aa feru- 
cious a character at any that hare ren- 
dered the county of Tipperary ao famous 
ib lbe annals of criminal justice. 

Great anxiety generally prevail* io the 
colony relative to the appointment of a 
tncceiktt.to Earl Calhcart aa Ooveruor 1 - 
Qeiteral. It is generally believed that his 
Lordship will be recalled, and the colo- 
nists feel that a wry great dent depend* 
on tbe character of his successor. Tliiaii 
one of the most important epochs in colo- 
nial history, and the events or (he neat 
year will tn all probability decide the 
fate of Canada for the next two centuries. 

Under these circumstances the charac- 
ter of the representative of the Crown is 
of all importance. He ought to be a man 
tcqaialed with eotamerciai affair* tu a 
considerable extent, and at the same lime 
■ politician, who understands the mode in 
which representative, aud responsible go- 
vernment is worked in KneUud, and who 
will carry out the same system in Canada. 
He must likewise bet a man uf the most 
determined resolution, accustomed to judge 
foe himself, and who will not yield on! 
iota, when he knows that Iveii constitution- 
al],' right. He onght alto tu be a man of 
easy access and conciliating manners, and 
of a liberal disposition withal. We do not 
want a man to come to Canada whose 
only consideration is huw much money he 
can •are out of fail official income. We 
trust that the new Ministry an impressed 
with a sense uf tbe necessity of paying 
more attention to colonial affair* than t bey 
have hitherto done, and we are the more 
readily inclined to think they will from 
tb« com posit iun of the Colonist-office. 
Mr. Charles Bullet knows probably more 
of Canada than any other Eug- 
tktb politician, but he is not 
popular here with the Conservative 
party, and is generally thought to be ra- 
ther too crotchety. 

Trade continues in a very depressed 
state, and we fear that there is not 
much prospect of iti being any belter 
during the fall season. Things have not 
yet recovered from the shock occasioned 
by the commercial changes; but, consi- 
dering the heavy losses which must have 
barn sustained, it is a matter of congra- 
tulation that our merchants have stood 
tb* crisit aa well as they have. 

We have endeavoured in this number 
to give as much local information as we 
can, both provincial and American, but 
there it really very little worthy of re- 
cord. 

We an glad to nee that the English 
papers are turning, their attention more 
to colonial affairs than they have hitherto 
done. 



Aura. — The Algiers journals con- 
tinue to give favourable account! of the 
tranquillity of the colony. A letter in 
(he MojuW ^fjeriew says ■.— " The last 
courier from the west brings newi from 
Tlesmoen to the loth. At the time the 
Deira of Abd-el-Kader was encamped at 
Aln Zohra, among the tribe of the lltalaa, 
about eighteen league ■ from Tlia/.v 1 his 
is a nut of the country much frequented 
by the Moorish belonging to the 
Eastern part of the empire. It it also 
visited by a great number of mer- 
chants from Fer. Abd-el-Kader con- 
tinue* to nert all hit religiuus influence 
to reconstruct his Deira, to procure fresh 
resources, and to recruit hit Cavalry. This 
sufficiently shows that he has not given 
up lha idea of recommencing the struggle, 
as soon as a favourable opportunity pre- 
sents itself. The fast of the Rhainada.., 
which always awakens the fanatical feel- 
ings of the Mussulmans, comes to the aid 
of the efforts of the ex -Emir, and aug- 
ments the sympathies of the tribes 
by whom be it surrounded.- How- 
ever that may be, the misery which reigns 
totfacwett ofMottlony is bringiug tontine 
tents which emigrated last autumn. The 
troops of the sub -division of Tlrmcen are 
pasted t» ftktUm on the frontiers, and 
will rigoroatly repulse any attempts made 
by Abd-el-Kader tu re-enter our terri- 
tory. A moveable column is vlationed at 
Heddorj, to the south of Tlemcon, ready 
tu protect the tribe* who may be 
threatened wilhattack. Geucral Csviignac, 
informed of tbe movements of the lauir,

On 
Friday afternoon, tbe 4th Inst, it having 
become genetally known throughout the 
garrison si Chatham, lhat an experiment 
of breaching a stockade n a? tu be made by 
the Rnval Happers and Miners, on 
the firld wnrks of the Royal Kngi- 
neert, under the direction of Lieut. Cul. Sir 
Frederic Smith, K.H., about hilf-patt 2, 
r.n.. Colonel Sir Thomas Wiltshire, 
Bart, and K.C.B., Commandant uf Chal- 
fiam Garrison, with his Major of Brigade 
(Cajitain Wood), and almost every 
officer of the Garrison, appeared on the 
ground, with a considerable number of 
young told ten. The first operation of 
the Koyal Suppers and Miners was the 
construction of a bridge across the river, 
at ft. Mary's; one part of which was 
rafts formetf with barrels and the other 
with Colonel Thorn ai Blanc hard 'a pon- 
toons— 4he whole construction being 
formed in leu than fifty minules. The 
bridge being secure, the Commandant and 
other military officers walked set.'ral 
times across with a company of soldiers. 
Ho buoyant and firm wu it, lhat heavy 
pieces oi ordnance and cavalry could have 
gone over without the least inconveni- 
ence. The officers, accompanied by Sir 
Frederic Smith and the wlwle of the 
Kugineering Department, proceeded to 
the field work*, where they inspected 
the erection of a double stockade, eun- 
tlrucled on the same principle as that 
of Heki't pah, which proved to destructive 
lowlier Majesty's OUth Regiment at New 
Zealand. This stockade was firmly built 
of fir, and was about 30 feet in width : 
each piece of limber was about 12 feet out 
of the ground and I feet in, firmly fixed, 
with lite F*ttb rammed against them, aud 
at top and bottom the piles of limber were 
fixed together srjlh ribbons uf oak plank 
spiked with 10. inch spikes. In tbe for- 
mation of this stockade there wu a small 
gallery driven inside, for tbe purpose of 
protecting soldiers from the injuries of 
shells, grenades, or any other destructive 
missiles , and also for the purpose 
of troops sleeping in. On the out- 
side of the first line of (he stockade were 
pliKcit tno ilmicr* of punder in bags 
uf tut) lbs. each, and they nera laid on 
(he ground close to the building, about 
five feet apart. Out charge was damped 
with" two damp sand bags. Kvrry thing 
being ready, the order for firing was 
given, and both charges exploded simul- 
taneously. The effect produced was a 
breach of thirteen feel ; and il not only 
effected ihe earth for some distance, but 
started the limbers of the interior const ruc- 
tion, knocked one of the ribbons off, 
shook Ihe whole of the foundation, and the 
earth trembled fur some distance. The 
effect of the explosion wu magnificent. 
The next object was tudestroy the interior, 
to aa to enable the troops to enter . this 
was effected liy placing a charge 
of lid lbs. uf powder on (he 
ground, the explosion if which was 
moat effective, and caused the limber to fly 
in all directions, smashing some of the 
halkt of timber in halves ; a piece uf the 
timber, abonl 200 lbs. weight, wu thrown 
a distance of 300 yards. The explosion 
made a breach of upwards of eight feel, 
sufficient to enable troops to walk iu 
in abreast, and knocked in the Brk-room 
under ground. These experiments gave 
the greatest satisfaction to alt Ihe military 
officer* present. ,Sir Thorn u Wiilxliire 
and Sir i". Smith, and other officers, then 
proceeded to inspect the works carried on 
by the recruits in attacking fortresses of 
tingle tap, &c— Vnittii JSerricf Gmetti, 
Sept. li. 

An.KJ.ica.~B)' the arrival of the Oreal 
JFesfer*, Captain Matlhews, we have re- 
ceived New York papers to the 20th ul- 
timo, five days later than the last arrival. 
The in tell ige uce brought is not sf any 
particular interest. Political excitement 
having subtided with the adjournment of 
Congress, mora attention was directed lo 
commercial matters, and the mercantile 
oommiiuily were preparing to send for- 
ward to Knglaud their surplus produce 
of grain and Hour. Of these they 
had abundant supplies, Ihe crops 
having been highly favourable in 
all parts of the Union. Large iju amities 
of grain were arriving on the coast for 
shipment, and lha prices being lower 
than in former years, the demand was 
fully euual to the supply. Several 
Stale elections had taken place, and the 
Whigs had added to their strength in 
every instance.

The building is seven 
stories high, exclusive uf the cellar . and 
as floor after Hour burst ihruugl', the 
Haines roaring like a mighty torrent, rote 
to an immense height, threatening de- 
struction to every building in the imme- 
diate neighbourhood, explosions occa- 
sionally took place, and were followed by 
the emission uf dense masses of 
black suffocating smoke, against 
which the poor firemen struggled 
with more than prudent perseverance. 
As we have before stated, the building and 
machinery cost £10,000. Taking its pre- 
tent value, however, at half that sum, and 
calculating ihe stock at £40,000, which 
we believe to b* pretty near the mark, it 
will require £60,000 tu cover the entire 
lost, lo say nothing uf the dctlrucliuu la 
the furniture of the poor people, and Ihe 
loss lo the workmen (one hundred i 
number) who will unfortunately be thrown 
out of employment. We believe the pre 
mises, stuck, and machinery, were fully 
insured.— Liverpool Mercury,
